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Truckers Warned 
Against Moving 
Jail Made Goods 


The Southern Garment Manufac- 
turers’ Association, in connection 
with its campaign against prison- 
made goods, has called to the at- 
tention of trucking companies the 
illegality of transporting convict- 
made goods in contravention of the 
Ashurst-Sumners law enacted by 
the recent session of congress 
which prohibits the interstate 
transportation of such goods into 
states operating under the state 
use system. There are 24 of these 
states in which the law bans the 
sale on the open market of goods 
manufactured in their own prisons 
and also in the prisons of other 
states. 

The manufacturers’ association 
points out that the statute prohib- 
iting this traffic in prison-made 
goods is equally binding upon the 
transportation agencies and manu- 
facturers, agents or contractors en- 
gaged in the sale and transporta- 
tion of the prison products. 

The Ashurst-Sumners law also 
provides that all goods manufac- 
tured wholly or in part by convict 
labor and shipped in_ interstate 
commerce shall be plainly marked 
so that the name and address of 
the shipper, the name and address 
of the consignee, and nature of the 
contents and the penal institution 
or reformatory where manufac- 
tured or produced may be readily 
ascertained on an inspection of 
the outside of the package in which 
the goods are shipped. Violation of 
the law is punishable by a fine of 
not more than $1,000, with the pro- 
vision that the goods shall be for- 
feited to the United States. 


Boilermakers’ Union Has

The International Brotherhood 
of Boilermakers, Iron Ship Build- 
ers and Helpers of America, whose 
headquarters are in Kansas City, 
has 26 strikes in progress against 
unfair concerns in 14 cities, ac- 
cording to the Boilermakers’ Jour- 
nal, the official organ of the broth- 
erhood. 

Three of the struck concerns are 
in Washington, D. C.; one in Pekin, 
Ill.; two in Vernon, Calif.; one in 
Seattle, Wash.; two in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.; two in Minneapolis, 
Minn.; one in Jefferson Parish, 
La.; one in Omaha, Neb.; three in 
Los Angeles, Calif.; one in Long 
Beach, Calif.; one in Portland, 
Ore.; one in Peoria, Ill., and seven 
in Kansas City, Mo.

I am writing you in regards of 
the strike situation in the tri-state 
district of Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Missouri. We are having a very 
hard struggle, and we understand 
that they are using a very large 
quantity of paint to paint the 
bridge between Oakland and San 
Francisco, therefore we are plead- 
ing with you to persuade the men 
in that area not to use any of the 
products listed on the poster we 
are sending you. 

We had everything shut down 
100%, and then before we had as 
much as a fist fight Governor 
Alf. M: Landon, sent in the militia 
and started some of the mines with 
“out of the state scab labor.” Since 
then we have had men shot, beaten, 
and arrested on trumped up 
charges. We have had government 
conciliators into our district a num- 
ber of times, but could not bar- 
gain collectively with the compa- 
nies. 

We did not ask for a raise in 
wages. We merely asked for air 
to breathe in the mines and for 
recognition of our organization. 
Government statistics show that 
eight years is the average life of 
the miner in this district. Many

Child labor exploiters through- 
out the United States have taken 
advantage of the decision of the 
United States supreme court in the 
Schecther 
codes, with their child labor re- 
strictions to chain increasing num- 


bers of children to the wheels of | 


industry, according to the annual 
report of the national child labor 
committee, issued by Courtenay 
Dinwiddie, general secretary. 

In New York City alone, the re- 
port said, “during the month of| 
September, 1935, there were 1,428 


permits for full-time work granted | 
to 14 and 15-year-old children as | 
in 1934’! 


compared to only 390 
under the NRA codes. 

The report claimed the increase 
in child labor abuses in the na- 


tion’s metropolis since the high | 
court decision is typical of condi-| 


tions throughout the country and 


stressed in particular an investiga- | 


tion of four silk mills in Paterson, 
N. J., which revealed that employ- 
ers were working children 13, 14 
and 15 years of age. 
Home Work Grows 
The report said the committee’s 
constant contracts with 


areas “have shown to continuance 
of abuses wherever home work is 
permitted or exists,” and empha- 
sized the importance of the com- 
mittee’s efforts for the “complete 


abolition of this farming out prod- | 
uction in homes, which is an ana-| 


chronism in our industrial life.’ 


According to figures submitted | 


by the committee industrial home 
work is carried on in 77,000 homes 
in the United States. The earnings 
of the children 
work were found to be “extremely 
low and hours inhumanly long.” 
The report claimed that since the 
destruction of the NRA codes there 
is a definite trend by subversive 
employers toward building up 
home work business by mail.

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Any movement which ceases to progress in the direc- | 
tion made desirable and necessary by changing conditions | 
so as to be able to cope with and overcome the obstacles | 
created by such new developments is in danger of sinking | 
into a state of stagnation, which, if permitted to continue, 
may lead to eventual dissolution, as soon as a counter | 
movement develops to take its place. | 

This applies to the predominant and ruling political 
organizations in every country and it applies with equal | 
force to labor organizations and the labor movements of | 
every nation on earth. | 

No movement, which undertakes to stand still or go | 
backward can long survive. It may be used for a while | 
for ulterior purposes in which those in control, for the 
time being, may be more interested than they are in the | 


ing has come into existence. But sooner or later such 
perverters of any movement will be replaced by others | 
more in tune with its true purpose. That failing counter | 
movements frequently rise to displace those organizations | 
entirely. 

There are three main tendencies ever present in all 
progress ever made. There is the fanatical reactionist | 
who opposes all change and by so doing breeds and helps | 
to incite the equally fanatical radical who is ready to| 
plunge forward on impulse without common sense OF 
reason and usually without information or understanding 
of the obstacles standing in the way of achieving what he | 
is so enthusiastic about having done immediately. But | 
between these fanatical extremist groups are all those 
forward-looking live wires, many of whom may be will- 
ing to go as far or farther than the most fanatical radical 
but who have the balance and good sense not to attempt 
to do more than it is possible to do or to go farther ahead 
in new fields until they are sufficiently entrenched to hold 
the ground of the advances they are making. 

There are times and situations in which one extreme | 
or the other extreme gets control. But whether it is the 
reactionary fanatic or the radical, who gets control at | 
such times, when it comes to actually steering the ship, 
after such fanatics get control, they usually either modify | 
their extremist views by settling down to the doing of | 
what is possible and practical, or they steer the ship on | 
the rocks and wreck it entirely. 

Progress is natural and inevitable but it cannot take | 
place faster than the various elements developing are cap- | 
able of advancing, nor can growth be stopped entirely | 
without disaster. 

It is just as impossible to move ten years ahead in 
human development in one year as it is to make a strong 
and healthy oak tree to grow ten years in twelve months. 
Within the limits of what is attainable in a given length 
of time favorable conditions may slightly hasten or un-| 
favorable conditions retard or kill entirely. But in the! 
very nature of things inexorable laws and inherent prin- | 
ciples, over which man has little or no control, determine | 
how fast and how far it is possible to advance in any | 
given period of time. | 

These are the laws of all progress and it does not lie 
within the power or province of any man or set of men | 
to modify or annul these underlying principles. 


So long | 


as there is life there must be growth and progress. When 
that ceases in any movement dissolution and deathissetting 
in. Neither can any movement go ahead any faster than 
inexorable laws of development make possible and the 
get-there-quick crowd should recognize this as well as the | 
stand-stillers who oppose all change long after it is due.

Federation Aid for Jobless 
Must Become Permanent, 
Mayor La Guardia Says 


Installation of Labor Saving Ma- | 
chinery Means Millions of 


Unemployed Always. 

Former President Hoover's de- 
mand that the federal govern- 
ment turn the millions of unem- 
ployed back to state and local gov- 
ernments for support was strong-| 
ly criticized as mply unthink- | 
able and impossible’ by Mayor | 
La Guardia of New York City in| 
an address before the United! 
States Conference of Mayors here, | 
which was attended by over 100; 


city executives. 

In his report as representative 
of the mayors on President Roose- | 
velt’s advisory committee on al-| 
lotments, Mr. La Guardia opened | 
the conference with a keynote | 


speech in which he expressed the | 
belief that there will be many mil- 
lions of jobless after business has} 
recovered its normal condition, 
and that the problem of relief is 
so great that continued federal as- 
sistance in bearing the cost is 
necessary. 

“I state from my experience and 
from contacts with many of you,” 
he said, “that any idea that the 
federal relief program can stop 
abruptly on July 1 of next year is 


simply unthinkable and _  impos- 
sible. We have to speak out. The} 
responsibility is ours. 


“If any one expects a return to 
the old normal he simply does not 
know conditions or refuses to in-| 
form himself. 

Cites Job-Destroying Machinery 

“With technological displace- 
ment, with labor saving devices in 
agriculture as well as in indus- 
try, we must be prepared to meet 
this new normal, which means 
that with a complete recovery of 
business and industry we will still | 
have several million employable | 
men and women unable to find | 
gainful, permanent employment. | 
There is no question about that. 

“Now then, it takes time to} 
adjust or to make the necemes | 
adjustment to meet this new nor- 
mal. We are on our way to do | 
it. The security act is the first | 
step in that direction, by provid- | 
ing unemployment insurance and /| 
old age pensions. Coupled to that, 
we must have uniform child la-| 
bor laws, in order to take from! 
the other end of the supply a 
large number of children who} 
are displacing heads of families. 

Problem is National 

“I want to make a special ap-| 
peal to every one of you to realize | 
that we cannot solve the economic | 
problems of the country by local) 
legislation or local new policy. It} 
must be national. Massachusetts | 
and New Jersey and New York} 
are helpless if they protect their 
childhood from being exploited in 
the mills and these mills are in-| 
vited to other states with the en- 
couragement that children of ten- 
der years can work eight to ten 
hours in those mills. 

“But I say it will take time be- | 
fore this adjustment to the new 
normal can possibly take effect. 
We must pass 48 unemployment 
insurance laws in 48 legislatures | 
before the full effect of that can; 
be felt. The same is true of old 
age pensions. We are still a far 
distance from accomplishing the 
complete control of child labor, 
and in the meantime we mayors | 
are directly face to face with the | 
unemployed. 

“Now, then,

An ftaportant Hop toward the 
| prevention of war was taken on| 
November 30 when the law passed | 
the recent session of congress | 
placing the manufacture and ex-| 
port arms and munitions di- 
rectly under the control of the fed- 
eral government became effective. 

From that date manufacturers 
of these war supplies are compelled | 
to register with the state depart- | 
ment if they care to continue in| 
business. Moreover, if they desire | 
to export arms, ammunition or war | 
implements they are required to 
secure a permit from the state de- 
partment, with the provision that | 
export licenses may be refused 
an embargo proclamation, 
like the one the president recently 
issued regarding the shipment of 
munitions to Italy or Ethiopia, is 
issued.

GreenSaysMillions 
Are Still Jobless 


Gain of 969,000 in Jobs Since Oc- 
tober, 1984, Makes Only Small 
Dent in Unemployed Army. 


Although the improvement in 
business conditions since October, 
1934, has furnished re-employment 
for 969,000 workers, the multitude 
of working men and women who 
have been permanently locked out 
by those who own and control in- 
dustry is so stupendous that the 
few who have been given jobs 
hardly make a visible dent in the 
out-of-work army, numbering 
many millions, according to the 
current report on unemployment 
py William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

“As indicated by trade union re- 
ports a month ago,” Mr. Green 
said, “industrial employment con- 
tinued to gain in October. Govern- 
ment records now confirm the 
trade union report, showing that 
in the United States as a whole 
some 282,000 persons went back 
to work in industry in October. 
This compares with a gain of 403,- 
000 in September, and lifts the 
number employed in industry al- 
most a million above last year. 
Employment in October, 1935, ex- 
ceeded October, 1934, by 969,000. 


“These employment gains are 
the largest since the recovery pro- 
gram. Although gains of Septem- 
‘ber and October this year do not 
equal those made under NRA, 
they do indicate that, after stay- 
ing relatively at a dead level for 
a year, employment is at last turn- 
ing upward. Gains thus far, how- 
ever, have been too small to make 
any significant impression in re- 
ducing the army of unemployed. 
Employment Gains by Industries 

«‘ “Trade union reports for No- 
vember indicate that this fall’s 
employment gain is slackening. 
Records covering 975,000 members 
in 24 cities show a very much 
smaller decline in unemployment 
in November than in October. Our 
weighted figures show the follow- 
ing per cent of the membership 
unemployed: August, 18.4; Sep- 
tember, 17.9; October, 17.2; No- 
vember, 16.8. 

“Closer analysis of government 
figures for October and trade un- 
ion reports for November show the 
chief industries which are now 
furnishing jobs to the unemployed

“The largest gain has been in 
the durable goods manufacturing 
industries (chiefly metal manufac- 
turing) more than 500,000 have 
gone back to work in the last 
year; in non-durable goods, such 
as food and clothing, 57,000 have 
found jobs. Employment in dur- 
able goods is still below 1929 by 
1,250,000, however; non-durable 
goods by 400,000. 

“Wholesale and retail trade in 
the last month have added 88,000 
to their payrolls and we may ex- 
pect them to furnish more jobs in 
November and December, since 
stores are looking forward to a 
busy Christmas season this year. 
Many Jobless Building Workers 

“In building, trade union figures 
show a gain in employment in No- 
vember for the first time in the 
history of our reports. This would 
indicate that the building program 
has made enough headway to coun- 
teract the usual seasonal trend. 

“Gains thus far, however, are too 
small to make an impression on 
the very serious unemployment in 
the building industry. In the last 
year, 40,000 have gone back to 
work, but nearly two-thirds of all 
building workers (union and non- 
union) are still without jobs, ex- 
cept as provided by PWA and the 
emergency programs. The federal 
government has added 97,000 to 
its staff of workers in the past 
year, in addition to those on re- 
lief jobs. 

Millions Supported by the 
Government. 

“These small employment gains 
have made little reduction in the 
millions dependent on the govern- 
ment for their existence. In Sep- 
tember, FERA reports 3,254,000 
cases, including over 14,000,000 
persons. By November 16, 2,367,- 
000 had been transferred to works 
projects, but jobs have by no means 
been found for all those without 
support. With winter approach- 
ing, this is no time for the fed- 
eral government to cut off re!

All necessary land has been put

Can’t Collect Rents 

The only stumbling block to de- 
velop recently was the ruling of 
Comptroller General McCarl that 
the PWA could not collect rents 
directly, under the present law, 
which will have to be paid into the 
general treasury. However, A. R. 
Claus, chief ‘of the PWA housing 
division, is reported to have for- 
seen this contingency and set aside 
funds from original project allot- 
ments for at least one year’s fed- 
eral management. Congress is ex- 
pected, in the interim, to reappro- 
priate the funds collected from 
rents and direct them for neces- 
sary expenses of management and 
for amortization purposes. 


It has been made clear that, 
wherever possible, legally consti- 
tuted local authorities will man- 
age projects. New York is cited 
as an example. 

Many to Be Employed 

About 50,000 persons will be em- 
ployed on site construction for one 
year under the program and about 
60,000 more will get jobs indirectly | 
supplying materials, Mr. Claus) 
said. 

Out of a “slum” dollar, he re- 
marked, 32.3 cents would be spent 
for direct site labor and 39 per 
cent for materials, the rest going 
for management and other pur- 
poses.

SOUTHERN MINERS WIN 
WAGE INCREASE PACT 


New Contract Includes Advance of 
50c a Day For Day Men and 
60c a Ton For Loaders. 


Victory has crowned the efforts 
of union coal miners of eastern 
Tennessee and southwestern Ken- 
tucky, members of local unions 
comprising district 19, United Mine 
Workers of America. 

A new agreement reached with 
the Appalachian Operators’ assoc- 
iation, with only four operators 
left out, embodies all the features 
of the national agreement which 
resulted in calling off the recent 
national bituminous coal strike. 

Wages Raised 50 Cents Per Day 

A convention of miners was held 
in Jellico, November 2nd, at which 
District President Turnblazer an- 
nounced the terms of settlement. 

The contract in its general fea- 
tures extends until April, 1937, and 
carries an increase of 50 cents a 
day for all day-wage men; nine 
cents a ton for all coal loaders and 
10 per cent increase for all yard- 
age and dead work. 

Operators were represented in 
the negotiations by L. C. Gunther, 
E. C. Mahan and C. M. Moore, all 
of the association. Miners were 
represented by President Turn- 
blazer, members of the district 
scale board and a representative 
from the office of John L. Lewis.

City of Alameda Cuts 
Their Electric Rates 


Reductions in domestic and com- 
mercial rates, increased demand for 
electricity, and the greatest earn- 
ings in its history are the outstand- 
ing features of this year’s opera- 
tions by the bureau of electricity, 
Alameda’s municipally owned elec- 
| trical distribution system. 

Consumption of electrical ener- 
gy in Alameda is increasing. In the 
fiscal year 1935, 19,689,600 kilowatt 
hours of electricity passed through 
transformers and were used by the 
people, 18.8 per cent more than 
was used in 1934, and the greatest 
amount ever used in Alameda for 
such purposes, though bigger years 
were had when electric dredgers 
were drawing high tension current 
from Alameda supply lines. 

For the first four months of fis- 
cal year 1936 consumption has been 
6,251,900 kilowatt hours, or 4.6% 
more than for the similar period a 
year ago. 


Rates have been reduced this 
year, so that the domestic combi- 
nation rate is now very low, and 
permits everyone to enjoy full use 
of those electrical appliances which 
are a feature of every modern 
home.
